Others in the same shanty-town, we learned, 
were working at such jobs as night-watchmen, 
sweepers, et. it was not easy to find work. A 
young man of 'wsnty waved to us to come over and 
talk with him "I've just been here for six months," 
he said "I .ame to join my brother. But I am 
still locking t.r a job." 

An urbanist from Istanbul University ex- 
plained the rapid growth of shanty-towns since the 
Second W^rld War Before the war, he said, about 
80 per. ent or Turkey's population was concentrated 
m rural areas, but today no mote than 58 percent 
still live on the land 

'The peasants who come in to live in the 
shanty-towns ate a source of cheap labor for the

JAPANESE NUCLEAR POWER PLANT 
CAUSES MUTATIONS IN VEGETATION 

NEW YORK CLNS) -- A great number of mutant 
plant spe ie& has suddenly sprouted around the 
nuclear power planr in Takahama, Japan, raising 
fears about rhe nuclear effect on human bodies 
The increase in mutations was disclosed by 
Ichikawa Sadac, an assistant cf the Generic Insti- 
tute of Kyoto University, on the basis cf studies 
around the Kansai Electric Power Cc plant oer 
the last two years 

I.hikawa reported that mutant cases cf 
spiderwor t griwing around the plant were 17 per- 
cent mere le-r year than the normal mutant occur- 
rence And he pointed out that 'he plant's 
receptivity ro radioactivity is similar r o that 
of human beings at the cellular level

The harge that Burchett is a KGB recrui r sterns 
from allegations made by former KGB agent Yuri 
Krotkoif, wn. deic-ted to Britain in 1967, A' the 
time, Krotkcff 1 aimed chat he had recruited 
Burchett — al.ng with John Kenneth Galbraith, Jean- 
Paul Sarter and orhers — for the KGB. 


Krotkcff later repeated these charges before 
the Senate Subcommittee for Internal Security and 
at subsequent hearings chat were reported into the 
Congressiona 1 Re ord. 


"The manner in which the subcommittee ’proved’ 
that Galbraith was a ’KGB’ agent can only be 
described as hilarious," wrote Burchett in response 
to the reports in the Hearst press. "It is all 
there in the Congressional Record The American 
press ignored the whole farcical proceedings." 

The proceedings were not ignored, however, by 
Australia’s equivalent to the Birch Society, and a 
right-wing newsweekly wrote an article entitled 
"Burchett KGB Agent " They had picked up
